WASHINGTON — Illinois lawmakers abandoned 
both their party and their previously held positions 
in a controversial abortion vote Wednesday. 

It was the first fe al “litmus test’’ on the 
issue since the U.S. ipreme Court’s landmark 
decision in July. 

While the majority of Democrats nationwide vot- 
ed in favor of a measure to permit the use of 
federal funds for abortions in the case of incest or 
rape, most party members from Iilinois voted 
against it. : 

Meanwhile, two of the delegation’s Republicans 
approved the move, which narrowly passed 216-to- 
206. 


Although House members on both sides of the 
issue described the vote as a si of. the changing 
political climate brought on by the Court’s decision 
weakening women’s right to an abortion, the vot- 
ing patterns of the Mlinois delegation seemed to 


Library fees 
tick parents

GRANITE CITY — Parents at District 9’s ele- 
mentary schools are incensed over the Granite 
ivy Public Library Board’s decision to charge 
children who live outside the city limits for their 
use of the library bookmobile. 

Citing a new interpretation of a 1986 state stat- 
ute regulating library use by non-residents, the 
board told parents that those who live outside the 
city limits must pay a $43 a year user fee or their 
children will no longer be allowed to visit the 
bookmobile when it comes to their school. The 
same fee will also apply to any non-resident wish- 
ing to use the main or branch libraries in Granite. 

“We've got a class full of kids, and the ones who 
live in Granite go to the bookmobile, and the ones 
who can’t afford the fee sit in the classroom and 
don’t get any books. That’sjust not fair,’’ said one 


parent. 

Library.board: President Marshall Schroeder 
said-the policy is not the board’s, but is a’ state 
law that must be complied with. 

“Our are tied-as far as the non-resident 
fee. However, the philosophy of the library board 
is that we definitely want to (serve) all elementa- 
ry school kids,” Schroeder said. 

Several members of the library board are sched- 
uled to meet with District 9 Superintendent Gilbert 
“Gib’’ Walmsley this week to work on a solution. 

“What we'd like to look at is maybe selling 
some sort of service contract to the school district, 
where we could continue to serve all the kids and 
still be in compliance with the law as far as being

She said that date rapes and 
acquaintance rapes are acts of 
violence, and that you cannot 
tell a potential rapist by his 
appearance. 5 

Mudd, from Call for Help, was 
speaking at one of the small- 
group workshops in a one-day 
teen seminar at Collinsville Holi- 
day Inn. 

Approximately 150 student 


leaders, principals, counselors , 


and teachers from surrounding 
schools attended the workshop, 
sponsored by the I-Search unit of 
the Southwestern Illinois Law 
Enforcement Commission. 

I-Search is an acronym for 
Illinois State Enforcement Agen- 
cies to Recover Children. 

Ron Ellis, I-Search adminis- 
trator in Springfield, and Kirby 
Wiese, a therapist at Hyland 
Child and Adolescent Center in 
St. Louis, led other small-group 
workshops. 

The day’s topics covered 
drugs, alcohol, sexual abuse, sui- 
cide, date rape, and exploitation. 

schools in Madison and 
St. Clair counties were asked to 
send eight student leader repre- 
sentatives each. 

In the afternoon, Lt. Bud Hul- 
sey of Kingsport, Tenn., and 
Randy Cutlip, a former rock stu-

In Mudd’s workshop, on sexual 
abuse and date rape, she told 
the group: ‘There is no perfect 
way to avoid sexual assault. 
People need to understand the: 
have a right to control their bod- 
ies and to set sexual limits.” 

She said six out of 10 women 
who have been assaulted know 
the rapist and only one rape out 
of every 10 is reported. 

“Most men rape to ove! 
and humiliate someone,’’ she 
said. ‘“‘The women who are 
raped while on a date are the 
least likely to report it to the 
proper authorities." 

Sexually assaulted women are 
filled with fear and anger and 
usually become very dep 
Mudd said. 5

Giving Solidarity fighting chance.

On a rare occasion every decade or so, you 
instinctively know that history is being made in a 
dramatic way. 

That was the case when President Anwar Sadat 
visited Jerusalem. 

And that is the case today in Poland, where 
there is a chance for a dramatic breakthrough in 
the nature of government in Eastern Europe. 

For the first time ever, a Communist govern- 
ment with Pre powets of a dictatorship has per- 
mitted a free election to take place, and for the 
opposition Solidarity party to assume much of the 
responsibility for governing. 

Will the new government have the. courage to 
tackle the difficult inflation problem that plagues 
Poland? 

There are still many unanswered questions. 
And what has been handed over peacefully by the 
Communists could be taken away, if the present 
Sxpertivent fails. 

t’s where the United States comes in. We 
have to help show that this experiment can work. 

I spent six days in Poland, my third trip to 
Poland over the years but my first trip to Poland 
since being elected to Congress in 1974. I went 
there this time with the sense that something 
shattering in its significance had happened, and 
came back with that feeling reinforced. 

I also came back with the impression that the 
present experiment could fail if the United States 
and other nations do not recognize quickly our 
great opportunity for freedom and peace: Ye the 
experiment succeeds, the result co id be a dra- 
matic improvement in the quality of life for peo- 
ple everywhere, particularly for the two super- 
powers (the United States and the Soviet Union) 
now engaged in an arms race. 

Policy making in Poland is now in the hands of 


Solidarity. The guns are in the hands of the Com- 
munists.

As leaves begin to fall, we anticipate the return of 
crisp autumn evenings, holiday gatherings, football 
Sundays ... and home heating bills. 

Nationwide, according to the U.S. Department of 
Energy, more energy is used to heat apartments and 
houses than for any other purpose. Space heating 
accounts for nearly 50 percent of energy consumed in 
a typical household, while water heating uses another

Most of this energy still comes, directly or indirect- 
ly, from fossil fuels: oil, natural gas or coal.

present. Before purchasing insulation, consult with 
your hardware dealer or a reputable insulation 
dealer. Find out what R-value or number your home 
should have. 

R-values are insulation efficiency ratings. The ““R’” 
stands-for resistance to winter heat loss (or summer 
heat gain). The higher the R-number, the more 
effective the insulating ability. In Illinois, the Hlinois 
Department of Energy and Natural Resources 
(ENR) recommends attic insulation with an R-value 
of 30 and sidewall insulation (this is usually a loose 
material blown into the space between exterior and 
interior walls in existing buildings) of at least R-11 to 
R-13. 

Today’s homeowner frequently looks for any meth- 
od to reduce his heating costs, which account for 
nearly 50 percent of the energy. used in the typical 
household. The more obvious choices of sealing leaks 
or adding insulation are considered first and may 
indeed make a large dent in the average fuel bill. 
However, many homeowners should consider an 
investment in a replacement or modification of their 

heating system.
